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PUBLIC PLEA FOR 
YOUTH PROJECTS 

Call for residents to speak up over £30k facilities plans

A SEATON town councillor is urging residents to 
get in touch with her if they want to see more than 
£30,000 spent on youth facilities in the town. 

Sophie O’Connell said she is concerned that the money 
designated for youth projects in Seaton could be spent on 
other council initiatives. 

Speaking to Pulman’s View, she said: “Last year, Seaton 
Town Council asked residents what projects they would 
like the town council to work on and top came youth 
facilities. 

“The majority of people in the town were prepared to pay 
an extra £5 to £50 to see such a project come forward and 
the town council settled on a sum of £10 per household, 
which brought in an income of around £32,500. 


“Of this sum raised £3,000 was used to preserve the 
youth drop-in service at Seaton Library until March 2011, 
as its funding had been cut by Devon County Council.” 

Sophie added: “Now, just one year later a suggestion has 
been made that the £30,000 youth money remaining will be 
removed so that it can be spent on other unspecified 
council business. 

“I am asking Seaton to stand up and support me in 
ensuring that this does not happen. I believe that either we 
should continue to raise £32,500 per year that could be 
kept in a separate bank account until we can build our own 
youth facility or, failing that, the money should be 
distributed to local projects. 

“It is our last chance to pull together as a community and 
do anything meaningful for young people in Seaton. This 
money must be saved or given to projects in Seaton that 
benefit young people.” 


Councillor O’Connell will stage a public meeting if 
enough people come forward and offer their support to her 
cause. 

“If there is enough support, I will arrange a meeting so 
that everyone can put their ideas forward. Please contact 
me before January 20th so that I can show the amount of 
support for this at the town council meeting on Monday, 
January 24th, where the decision will be taken about 
whether we use it or lose it,” she said. 

A spokesman for Seaton Town Council said he was 
unable to comment and added: “I am not in a position to 
comment on this, councillors will be making a final 
decision on next year’s budget on Monday, January 24th.”

EDDC promise 
to review waste 
collection plans 

COUNCIL’S PLEDGE AFTER 
SNOW’S ‘RUBBISH’ CHAOS 


THE introduction of mobile 
shelving will open up the floor 
area of Colyton Library as and 
when requested. 

The partnership between Devon 
County Council (DCC) and the 
Friends of Colyton Library (FoCL) 
is taking shape and it is hoped that 
a £38,000 refurbishment 
programme will start in spring. 

A DCC spokesperson explained: 
“The refurbishment programme 
will include a new entrance area to 
improve accessibility to the library. 

“Mobile shelving will maximise 
the use of the interior space, 
allowing the floor area to be used 
more flexibly. 

“New furniture and colour 
scheme will also be introduced, 
which the local community will 
have an opportunity to influence. 

“The work, which is yet to be 
finalised, is hoped to start this 
spring, with £35,000 funding from 
DCC. 

“The FoCL have also raised 
£3,000 to put towards 
refurbishment. 

“We are very pleased to be 
working with the friends group to 
improve Colyton’s library service. 

“Our aim, working with the 
group, is to provide a better service 
than is currently possible, with 


more flexible opening times, in a 
brighter, better stocked, refurbished 
library.” 

DCC will retain ownership of the 
library, but it is hoped the 
partnership with the FoCL will give 
local people a bigger say on matters 
like opening hours, and increase 
overall usage of the facility. 

A well-attended public meeting 
was staged in December, during 
which plans for the partnership 
were revealed. 

Prior to the meeting, FoCL 
chairman Jane Dauncey said: “We 
believe this is an opportunity to 
obtain the much needed 
improvements to the library whilst 
having more involvement and 
responsibility for its running, 
including opening times, and the 
use of the building.” 

County councillor Stuart Barker, 
said: “The partnership could 
provide a good opportunity for us 
to see how this works as a pilot for 
the county, and which could create 
a blueprint that other small 
co mm unities with libraries could 
adopt in future.” 

But the concept relies to an extent 
on volunteers coming forward.

EAST Devon District Council 
(EDDC) has said it will be 
carrying out a review of its 
contingency plans for collecting 
waste and recycling from 
properties across the district. 

Heavy snowfall in December and 
the Christmas holidays meant many 
waste collection crews could not carry 
out their scheduled pick-ups — 
leaving rubbish piled high. 

However, a revised collection 
timetable has now been produced in 
order to combat the backlog. 

A spokesman for the district council 
said: “We understand how important 
it is to people that their recycling and 
waste is collected at the first available 
opportunity. We take this task very 
seriously and we apologise for any 
inconvenience caused by the 


disruption to services. 

“Whilst much of this has been due 
to circumstances beyond our control, 
we will be conducting a thorough 
review of our contingency plans, 
which were tested to breaking point 
by the recent weather. 

“We want to learn from this 
situation so we can improve our 
response if the same conditions arise 
again.” 

The spokesman added: “Our crews 
are working into the evenings to catch 
up with the backlog, but without 
doubling the number of vehicles and 
operatives - at extra cost to the 
taxpayer - we simply cannot get rid of 
such a serious backlog overnight. 

“We collected from as many homes 
as we could reach prior to Christmas, 
but some areas were just too 
dangerous for the lorries to reach.” 

According to the district council, 
collections were made on December 
29th, 30th and 31st and crews 


returned to normal duties on Tuesday 
last - working to the holiday schedule 
that was sent to households before 
Christmas. 

A list of revised waste and recycling 
collection dates can be found on the 
district council website at 
www.eastdevon.gov.uk. 

“There have been lurid pictures of 
waste sacks ripped open with food 
spread over the street in some parts of 
Devon. That should not be happening 
in east Devon, as all unwanted food 
should be locked in a bin,” said the 
spokesman. 

“We appreciate that the combination 
of Bank Holidays and compacted 
snow have caused an unprecedented 
problem, but we are working hard to 
overcome it. The bulk of the backlog 
should be cleared by the end of the 
week ending January 9th, although 
collections will not return to their 
scheduled day until later in the 
month.” 


Crime falls at 
seaside resort 

SEVEN crimes were recorded in 
Seaton during December, down 
from 18 recorded during the 
same month in 2009. 

Two of the offences related to shop 
windows in Fore Street being broken 
on the same night and police in the 
town say they are confident that an 
offender has been identified. 

Police Sergeant Richard Stonecliffe 
said he was pleased with the 
continued low level crime in Seaton 
and added: “We have had a very good 
year in Seaton, with the total number 
of crimes reducing from 327 in 2009 
to 204 in 2010, a reduction of around 
37 per cent. 

“I would like to thank PC Roy 
Hutter and PCSO Chris Bolsover for 
all their hard work during the year. 

“Roy has now moved on to a role in 
response and I would like to express 
my sincere thanks to him for all his 
hard work and commitment over the 
last three years. 

“I would also like to welcome his 
replacement PC Daz Norton as the 
new neighbourhood beat manager for 
Seaton town.”

Road use of mobility 
scooters is clarified 


POLICE covering the Colyton beat 
have issued advice on the use of 
mobility scooters. 

PC Steve Speariett, of Seaton police, 
said: “I have been asked to clarify the rules 
and regulations about mobilty scooters, 
who can use them and whether you can use 
them on the roads. 

“There are three classes of mobility 
scooter. 

“Class One is a manual wheelchair that is 
not electronically powered, it is the same 
as the ones you would see in a hospital. 

“Class Two are powered wheelchairs and 
have a top speed of 4mph. They are only 
suitable for riding on pavements and must 
not be used on the road unless you are 
crossing the road. 


“Class Three are mobility scooters which 
are suitable for riding on the road and have 
a top speed of 8mph. If it is to be used on 
the pavement or footpaths the machine 
must have a switch to reduce the maximum 
speed to 4mph. These scooters can only be 
used by a disabled person over the age of 
14 and the scooter must be registered with 
the DVLA and display a tax disc.” 

A booklet giving guidance on the use of 
mobility scooters is available at Colyton 
Library. 

PC Speariett added: “There is no 
requirement to be insured, but it is strongly 
recommended that you have at least third 
party insurance. You must comply with the 
Highway Code at all times and pedestrians 
have right of way.”

“Doodle was filthy dirty, smelling of 
diesel and thin when he was found. Luckily 
the kind lady and her husband looked after 
him well. A few phone calls later and we 
picked him up on Christmas Eve morning. 

“It was a perfect Christmas present for us 
all, especially the children.” 

Deanne added that she was grateful for all 
the support she received from DogLost, who 
Doodle was registered with after he went 
missing. 

“We will never know what really 
happened. We did an awful lot of behind the 
scenes work looking for Doodle and 
something seemed to pay off. 

“The team from DogLost were invaluable 
with their advice and support, they kept 
saying the key was to make Doodle too hot 
to handle. It was their suggestion to send 
details to as many vets as possible, which 
ultimately led to us finding him,” said 
Deanne.

DEVON County Council’s 
(DCC) revamped fleet of library 
vans hit the roads on Tuesday, 
January 4th as new timetables 
and routes came into effect. 

The county has been divided into 
seven districts, each with its own 
timetable. 

Last year DCC agreed to set new 
criteria for its mobile library service, 
focusing on communities without 
permanent libraries nearby. 

Overall, the new arrangements will 
see access to mobile libraries in rural 
co mm unities increased by almost 300 
hours a year. 

The new timetables also include the 
eagerly awaited Saturday stops for 
nine communities, of which 
Dunkeswell is one. 

Devon county councillor Stuart 
Barker, the cabinet member 
responsible for DCC’s library service, 
said: “Mobile library users and town 


and parish councils told us that they 
would like longer stopping times to 
give people more chance to browse. 

“They would like a wider range of 
stock on our vehicles, and some 
would like an opportunity for us to 
extend the range of services, to 
perhaps include service information 
from other agencies. 

“I am very pleased to be able to 
deliver on these requests and present 
a new mobile library service that will 
be more accessible at times those 
communities want it. 

“I encourage both existing and new 
users to go to their new mobile library 
when it visits their community to find 
out what’s on offer and see the 
excellent changes we have made. I 
hope that everyone will make full use 
of this valuable service.” 

Timetables are available online at 
www.devon.gov.uk/mobile- 
timetables and mobile library drivers 
will also distribute copies on their 
routes.

Campaigners bid 
for planning halt

AN east Devon campaign group is 
urging East Devon District 
Council (EDDC) to place a halt 
on planning decisions that use the 
district council’s draft Local 
Development Framework (LDF) 
document, until a final version is 
agreed with the Government 
Planning Inspector. 

As previously reported in this 
newspaper, Communities Before 
Developers (CBD) is fighting EDDC 


plans to create an extra 16,400 
properties across the district by 2026. 

District council officials have 
confirmed that they are carrying out a 
review of the LDF document and a 
revised version is expected in the 
summer. 

Claire Wright, CBD campaigner, 
said: “It is good news that EDDC 
wants to dramatically revise its LDF. 
Clearly, the surge of intense public 
feeling harnessed by CBD has put the 
councillors and planning officers 
under great pressure. 

“But now EDDC has publicly 


rejected its own LDF, it surely cannot 
be possible for planning officers and 
councillors to use the document to 
approve further planning applications. 

“We will be writing to Mark 
Williams, EDDC chief executive, to 
ask for his assurance that the LDF 
will now be withdrawn and no longer 
used when determining planning 
applications, until the Government 
Planning Officer has confirmed a 
revised version. 

CBD campaigner and Axmouth 
resident Jon Underwood added: “We 
will also be requesting that a review is 


conducted of both Cloakham Lawns 
(Axminster) and the Westclyst 
applications, which were approved 
using the LDF, despite the case 
planning officer admitting the 
document carried limited weight. 

“It’s no good promising to revise the 
LDF after taking decisions based on 
it. 

“Now that EDDC has declared that 
its draft LDF cannot become planning 
policy, it is clear that these 
applications were approved on 
spurios grounds and should be 
revoked.” 


Report highway potholes plea 


COUNCIL chiefs are urging 
members of the public to report 
potholes and other defects on 
Devon’s roads. 

The full extent of damage caused 
by the recent cold-snap is not yet 
known, but those in charge fear 
another hefty repair bill. 

Devon County Council (DCC) 
cabinet member for highways and 
transportation Stuart Hughes said: 
“It’s too early to predict to what 
extent the recent severe weather may 
have damaged our roads, but it’s 
likely to have again caused 


considerable damage for a third 
winter in a row. 

“We still need members of the 
public to be our eyes and ears and 
report potholes to us because our 
road network is a vital asset for the 
local economy, local business and 
tourism. 

“Our teams are responding to these 
reports and over the coming weeks 
and months we’ll be keeping a 
watchful eye on the situation.” 

A DCC spokesperson added: “The 
council repaired nearly 200,000 
potholes and safety defects on its 


8,000-mile network in 2010 as 
around Ellmillion was spent on 
reactive repairs and resurfacing 
highways damaged by last winter. 

“That dwarfs the 40,000 potholes 
filled in 2009, which in itself was 
double the usual amount during a 
normal year. 

“The latest cold spell and recent 
thaw has seen potholes starting to 
appear and teams are carrying out 
temporary repairs to ensure that the 
county’s roads remain as safe as 
possible. 

“Reactive pothole repairs alone 


will have cost the council an 
estimated £6.6million by the end of 
the financial year, and more than 
£7million is expected to have been 
spent repairing all safety defects. 

“Devon also received £3.6million 
from the Department for Transport 
for the current financial year which 
is being spent on resurfacing sections 
of major roads where significant 
winter damage took place.”

The project will be promoted nearer 
the time through awareness days and 
other means, but potential volunteers 
are welcome to get in touch with Mr 
Margetts straight away if they are 
interested in helping out with 
preparations. 

The aim is to grow plants and 
vegetables, and sell some of it to 
cover costs. 


When up and running, the garden 
will feature plenty of seating and a 
quiet corner. 

Participating will be free of charge, 
and transport will be provided. 


Mr Margetts is also appealing for 
people not to throw away unwanted 
gardening tools as the project could 
make good use of them. 

He said: “Instead of taking them to 


the tip, please bring them here.”

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Campaigners 
welcome LDF 
outline review

AN east Devon campaign group 
has welcomed the decision by 
East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) to review its Local 
Development Framework (LDF) 
document. 

As reported in this newspaper last 
week, EDDC has said it will be 
carrying out a review of its LDF 
document, with a revised version 
unveiled in the summer. 

Communities Before Developers 
(CBD) has been fighting the 
proposals in the LDF document and 
says it welcomes the decision by 
EDDC to carry out the review but 
questions the timing. 

Roger Giles, CBD member and 
district councillor for Ottery St Mary, 
said: “It will be clearer now than ever 


before to councillors and planning 
officers that our countryside, with all 
its wildlife and beauty is very special 
to east Devon’s residents and they 
will not tolerate plans to pave the way 
to destroy it. 

“We would question why EDDC’s 
review will take six months? 

“Back in August, at the 
Development Management 

Committee meeting where the LDF 
was launched, one councillor after 
another claimed the LDF had to be 
agreed urgently.” 

CBD spokesman Claire Wright, 
added: “We may have started the ball 
rolling in trying to get the plans 
amended but the response from local 
people to the campaign was really 
incredible. 

“By the time we had our 
demonstration at the Knowle in 
November, where over 100 people 


joined us, our website was getting 
over 800 hits a week and emails and 
phone calls were pouring in from 
people living in every part of the 
district. People wanted to know how 
they could do their bit to help.” 

Jon Underwood, parliamentary 
spokesman for Honiton and Tiverton 
Liberal Democrats, said: “East Devon 
residents and public bodies have now 
given EDDC a clear steer on how the 
LDF should be amended. 

“We hope that councillors are not 
deliberately delaying version two of 
the LDF until after the May 
elections.” 

The LDF document sets out plans to 
create 16,400 homes and business 
developments across the district by 
2026. 

However, as reported last week, 
EDDC has said that the numbers may 
now be revised and reduced.

Councillor loses champion 
title over a Christmas card 


A CHRISTMAS card led to a 
district councillor being 
stripped of his Rural Champion 
role. 

Conservative district councillor 
Philip Skinner, who lives in Talaton 
and holds the Tale Vale seat on East 
Devon District Council (EDDC), 
sent the card to fellow Conservative 
councillor Sara Randall Johnson, 
who is the leader of EDDC. 

According to EDDC, the card was 
headed “My greatest adversary” and 
the opening line was “The rest I can 
destroy in my sleep, but you are in a 
class of your own.” 

Other passages included “Despite 
our forever ongoing spats, that I and 
I’m sure you enjoy, I do have a huge 


amount of respect for you. 

“Hope you are well, don’t take the 
world on, on your own, it’s not 
worth the personal cost. 

“It’s business, not personal. 

“If only things had turned out 
different, we’d made one hell of a 
team.” 

After receiving the card, 
councillor Randall Johnson appears 
to have summoned councillor 
Skinner for ‘interview without 
coffee’. 

She subsequently emailed all 
EDDC councillors and a number of 
EDDC officers on New Year’s Day, 
writing: “I wanted you to know that 
I have reluctantly had to take the 
Rural Champions position away 


from Philip Skinner. We met on 
Thursday afternoon when I hoped 
he would have taken the honourable 
route, but he declined. 

“The reason for doing this lay in a 
disagreement over a message he 
sent in a Christmas card. 

“I was disappointed and 
concerned at its tone towards 
members of the council. 

“Being called ‘my biggest 
adversary’ is something I can well 
shoulder, but I am not prepared for 
all members to be so summarily 
dismissed. 

“This is not tolerable and why 
I felt it necessary to take such a 
drastic step.” 

Mr Skinner declined to comment. 
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Meeting underway 
to discuss 106 cash 


A MEETING was underway to 
discuss the way forward for the 
allocation of Section 106 money in 
Ottery St Mary Parish as Pulman’s 
View went to press. 

As previously reported, Ottery St Mary 
Town Council and East Devon District 
Council have a pot of £20,000 for sport 
provision in the area. 

The amount of money has been 
secured through the planning process, 
with developers making a financial 
contribution as part of planning consent 
conditions. 


A list of projects has been drawn up 
and members of the public were invited 
to vote at various events. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: 
“EDDC’s Section 106 and community 
engagement officers will be meeting 
with members of Ottery Town Council’s 
steering group on Monday, January 10th 
to discuss the next stage in the allocation 
of funds for sport provision in the town. 

“As we indicated in our statement 
issued before Christmas, this might 
include further consultation, but no 
decision will be made until this meeting 
has taken place.”

The prize, £300 towards books for the 
school, was won by St Mary’s Primary 
School teacher Nenny Wright. 

John Carter of Honiton Writers’ Circle 
visited the school on Friday, January 7th to 
present her with the prize. 


Make sky 
count plea 
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DARK sky campaigners are asking people in rural 
areas to become citizen scientists during Star Count 
Week, which runs from Monday, January 31st to 
Sunday, February 6th. 

The Campaign to Protect Rural England (CPRE) and the 
British Astronomical Association’s Campaign for Dark 
Skies (CfDS) are behind the initiative, and star gazers will 
be asked to count the number of stars they can see within 
the constellation of Orion. 

The results will help create a Star Count map, illustrating 
how light pollution is affecting the view of the night sky 
across the UK. 

Emma Marrington, Rural Policy Campaigner at CPRE, 
said: “Light pollution damages the character of the 
countryside, blurs the distinction between town and 
country, and denies people the experience of a dark, starry 
sky. 

“The Star Count survey will help us measure the extent 
of light pollution. We want to use this evidence to 
convince ministers and local councils of the need to take 
action to tackle it, for example by ensuring that the correct 
lighting is used only where it is needed and when it is 
needed. 

“This would cut light pollution, reduce carbon emissions 
and save money at the same time. 

“Some local authorities are already taking action to 
tackle light pollution in their areas; we need more to do the 
same.” 

The campaigners claim light pollution is a growing 
problem, with more and more of the UK left without a 
clear view of the night sky. 

CfDS co-ordinator Bob Mizon added: “The light from 
distant stars and galaxies takes hundreds, thousands, even 
millions of years to reach our eyes. What a tragedy to lose 
it on the last millisecond of its journey.” 

The previous Star Count Week took place in 2006/07, 
and attracted nearly 2,000 responses. 

Two per cent of respondents said they could see more 
than 30 stars in Orion, compared with 54 per cent who saw 
fewer than 10 — a level which indicates severe light 
pollution according to campaigners. 

Participants can choose any night between Monday, 
January 31st and Sunday, February 6th but the sky must be 
clear, with no haze or clouds, so there is the best chance of 
seeing stars. It is recommended that observations are made 
after 7pm so the sky is sufficiently dark.

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Wine, worship and 
war talk intrigues 


THE speaker at the meeting of 
the Axminster Probus Club on 
December 7th was long-time 
resident of Lyme Regis John 
Lello. 

An historian with a career in 
education, Mr Lello helped to found 
Atlantic College and was headmaster 
of Tiverton Grammar School and 
Sexey’s School, Bruton. 

He is currently president of the 
Lyme Regis U3A and recently 
chairman of the friends of its 
museum. In 1999 he wrote Lyme 
Regis Past. 

John now gives lectures to cruise 
ship passengers. It was one of these 
that was the basis of his illustrated 
talk to the club, the title of which had 
intrigued the members. 

Wine, Worship, War was 
specifically created for trips on the 
River Rhone which included 
numerous visits to the vineyards of 
Burgundy. 


He compared the area with 
Bordeaux, a district to which he had 
previously paid many visits. 

The war in the title of his talk 
referred to the French Revolution. 
During this episode many of the 
aristocrats who owned the vineyards 
of Bordeaux lost their lives, whilst the 
peasants who actually performed the 
back-breaking work in those 
vineyards continued their efforts and 
maintained the quality of the wine. 

In the reference to worship, the 
history of that area was contrasted 
with Burgundy where the vineyards 
were owned by the monasteries and 
tended by the monks. 

The revolution saw many of the 
monasteries razed to the ground but 
the local farmers were able to recover 
the vineyards to their former glory 
and monks are still involved in 
viticulture to this day. During his 
cruises, John has been able to sample 
much of their wonderful production. 


The address was illustrated with 
spectacular slides of the architecture 
and landscape of Burgundy including 
magnificent buildings in Avignon and 
Beaune, where its famous hospice is 
still the venue each year for the sale 
of great vintages by British 
auctioneers. 

Giving the vote of thanks, club 
member Paul Martin was particularly 
grateful to John Lello for his more 
accurate interpretation of events in 
the French Revolution than seen on 
TV the previous weekend when 
watching Carry On Don’t Lose Your 
Head.

He said: “As Christmas decorations 
are taken down, and life gets ‘back to 
normal’ some of the most cherished 
recollections of the season may be 
the gathering of family and friends 
over the holiday season.

There is, of course, regret that 
some will, in future, be moving their 
allegiances but we must remember 
that for many other thousands of 
Christians their local church is still 
the place where they make their 
regular contact with God and there is 
still much in common to enjoy.

Tke audacity! 

DESPITE their predatory but natural habits, one 
has to admire the audacity of sparrowhawks! 

A few days ago, having just fed the birds in my aviary, 
I stepped outside and, as I closed the double door, there 
came a resounding bang on the wire netting roof and a 
large hen sparrowhawk hurtled over my head, so close 
I could have touched her. Fortunately, on this occasion, 
she failed to make contact with potential prey through 
the wire but over the past two or three years she has 
managed to kill several finches and small doves. The 
mesh is small yet she manages to insert a talon to snatch 
at a bird and then eats the unfortunate victim alive 
through the wire. 

Sparrowhawks, bold and piratical hawks, are once 
again commonplace and whereas a short while ago one 
of the most frequently seen raptors was the kestrel, this 
handsome little falcon has declined while the 
sparrowhawk has flourished. There was a time when 
one could almost guarantee to see a kestrel hovering 
over motorway verges, seeking voles and beetles, but 
for some reason their numbers have dwindled. So, too, 
have the numbers of lapwings or pewits, largely due to 
loss of wetland habitat, so it was with pleasure that I 
saw a flock of several hundred lapwings flying 
overhead as I drove from Axminster to Chard. They 
were heading due south and were, perhaps, making for 
the Axe estuary. 

This neatly leads me into the latest Axe Estuary Birds 
email newsletter from the indefatigable David Walters. 
Produced twice a month, and illustrated with colour 
pix, anyone with the slightest interest in bird life and 
natural history should make a point of receiving the two 
page letter. Packed with reports on latest bird arrivals 
and departures in the Axe Estuary area, plus 
forthcoming events, I cannot recommend it too highly. 
Take, for instance, the latest newsletter which deals 
specifically with the effect on bird life of the recent 
bitter weather. 

Thousands of redwings, fieldfares, song thrushes, 
black birds and fewer mistle-thrushes were seen in 
gardens during the cold spell, though I confess that both 
redwings, fieldfares and song thrushes seemed to avoid 
me! I did have scores of blackbirds and a few mistle- 
thrushes in the garden, the latter avidly seeking 
mistletoe berries, and the former rotting apples. 
However, apparently thousands of skylarks were seen 
constantly flying over the estuary, with a count of 
11,250 being seen over Colyford. A Lapland bunting 
was also spotted in the same area but only four 
waxwings have been recorded, a disappointing number 
as hundreds of these attractive birds are known to be 
heading south. 

The snow and freezing temperatures certainly played 
havoc with normal bird behaviour, no more so than in a 
small front garden in Seaton, surrounded by woodland 
and where, on Christmas Day, not only were pheasants, 
blackbirds and chaffinches attracted to bird food, but so 
too was a pair of teal! In Colyford a hooded crow was 
seen briefly on a bird table on Christmas Eve and this, 
if it is a genuine hoodie, is indeed a rarity so far south. 
I say genuine, because there is always the chance that it 
was a hybrid between a normal crow and a hoodie. 
Nevertheless, genuine or half-bred, the bird was still 
way out of its usual northern stamping ground. 

News has just come in concerning the juvenile colour- 
ringed osprey that was seen on the estuary during 
September and October of last year. It was ringed as a 
chick on July 26th in Norway and there was a gap of 52 
days and a distance of 1,715 km between the ringing 
date and the time it appeared in Devon. 

I understand that the Seaton Marshes hide will be 
closed for seven working days from Monday of this 
week, January 10, for improvements to the path and it 
is hoped it may be open during the coming weekend. 
There will be restricted parking, but the Borrow Pit and 
the path to the north-west corner will be open. Oh and 
a bittern has just been seen at Black Hole Marsh!

A town of Honiton’s size had to 
have a court. So much for government 
promises whether they came from 
your party, some other or even a 
coalition! On my most recent visit 
to the court I told the officer on the 
door I was just a taxpayer using the 
right to look inside. 

Apparently he suspected I was a 72 
year-old terrorist and I had to pass the 
full body search before being allowed 
in.

In the natural world most 
herbivores get hunted and caught for 
dinner by four-legged predators 
(carnivores or omnivores) before 
they reach old age. 

However, the first to go are always: 
those who are suffering from injuries 
e.g. broken teeth, damage to limbs, 
arthritis or rheumatism; those who 
have been debilitated by parasitic 
worms, a bacterial or viral disease; 
or those who get heart, or other 
internal problems, or weakened 
bones; they are just like humans 
really. 


The Exmoor stag was indeed a 
beautiful animal, but due to his age 
was probably close to the end of his 
natural, healthy, happy life. 

Therefore, what better time to go, 
than before the onset of pain and the 
loss of his position due to fights with 
younger stags during the next rutting 
season? 

Catching wild animals to take 
them to a vet would be just as 
traumatic as the injury or disease 
and therefore inappropriate, even if 
it was possible.

OPENING the fridge after the festive season is 
always a crucial first step towards hangover 
deliverance and a healthier new year. 

A seriously good breakfast can both relieve the effects of 
a great night and offer the hope of a brighter, headache- 
free, future. 

Celebrity chef Mark Hix, who is also the ambassador for 
Clarence Court eggs (www.clarencecourt.co.uk), says 
there are scientific reasons why we all crave a decent 
brunch. 

“We’ve all woken up the morning after like a bear with a 
sore head and instantly thought the only cure is a big fry- 
up of eggs and bacon,” says the chef. 

“I discovered, after doing a bit of research, that eggs 
contain large amounts of cysteine and this substance can 
help break down acetaldehyde, a toxin which plays a part 
in causing hangovers. Therefore eating eggs can literally 
help mop up the problem!” 

With this in mind, Hix has come up with a series of 
luxury egg-based brunch recipes. 

Here is one of Hix’s favourite brunch breakfasts... 

Eggs florentine with salmon, eggs and spinach 

(Serves 4) 

For the Hollandaise sauce: 

1 tbsp white wine vinegar 
2tbsp water 

1 small shallot, roughly chopped 
A few sprigs of tarragon 

1 bay leaf 

5 peppercorns 

2 egg yolks 

250g unsalted butter 

Salt and freshly ground white pepper 

To serve: 

A handful of spinach leaves, blanched 
4 slices (100-120g) smoked salmon 
2 English muffins, halved 
4 eggs 

Hollandaise sauce 
30g salmon eggs 

First make the hollandaise sauce. Put the vinegar, water, 
shallots, herbs and peppercorns in a saucepan and reduce 
the liquid to about a dessertspoonful. Strain it and put to 
one aside. 

Melt the butter and simmer gently it for 5-10 minutes 
until it begins to separate. Remove it from heat, leave to 
cool a little, then pour off the pure butter where it has 
separated from the whey and discard the whey. This helps 


to keep the sauce thick. 

Put the egg yolks into a small stainless steel bowl with 
half of the vinegar reduction, and whisk over a pan of 
gently simmering water until the mixture begins to thicken 
and become frothy. 

Slowly trickle in the butter, whisking continuously — an 
electric hand whisk will help. If the butter is added too 
quickly the sauce will separate. 

When you have added two-thirds of the butter, taste the 
sauce and add a little more or all of the reduction and 
season with salt and pepper. Then add the rest of the butter. 
Season again with salt and pepper if necessary, lay some 


clingfilm directly on the sauce to stop it forming a skin and 
leave in a warm (not hot) place until needed. The sauce can 
be reheated briefly over a bowl of hot water and lightly 
whisked again, but try to avoid if possible. 

To serve, lightly toast the muffins and soft-poach the 
eggs. Reheat the spinach, lay it on the muffins, then place 
a slice of smoked salmon on the muffin with the poached 
egg on top and coat it with a couple of generous spoonfuls 
of the Hollandaise sauce and as much of the salmon eggs 
as you want.

FILM 


COLIN Firth might not enjoy public speaking but 
he better prepare himself. Awards season is almost 
upon us and if rumours are anything to go by, Firth 
can expect to be making acceptance speeches on a 
regular basis. 

The reason: his powerful performance as the Queen’s 
father Prince Albert, or ‘Bertie’ as he was known to family, 
in the film The King’s Speech. 

Bertie was a shy man plagued by a nervous stammer, who 
detested making public speeches and took heart that, as the 
second son of George V, he was never expected to ascend 
to the throne. But when his father died and his older 
brother Edward abdicated, he was crowned George VI. 

This films follows the true story of his friendship with an 
unorthodox Australian speech therapist called Lionel 
Logue, played by Geoffrey Rush, who helped him find a 
voice that would inspire a country facing war. 

“What we didn’t want it to be is Crocodile Dundee meets 
‘snooty’,” says Firth, 50. 

“I think that would have been a very reductive and cheap 
way to go because there was a danger the joke was on that 
— the broad Australian and the repressed, stiff Brit — and 
I think there’s a lot more nuance than that.” 

I tell him Rush has described the story as “a tale of two 
nobodies”. 

“Yes, there have been a lot of spins. We’ve been 
compared to Thelma And Louise as well,” he says. 


“But it is two men who are, relatively speaking, obscure, 
even though one is a member of the royal family. But he’s 
the second son and the one in the shadows and not only 
because of a speech impediment but because of his shyness 
and his unwillingness to put himself forward.” 

Helped by this treasure trove of information, Firth and 
director Tom Hooper immediately began work researching 
the King’s stammer by watching archive footage of the 
King and meeting contemporary speech therapists. 

It was necessary despite this being the third time Firth’s 
played someone with a stammer. 

“What was interesting to me was you don’t just pull out 
your stammer from your last performance,” he says. 

“It’s not going to be the same for everybody, it won’t feel 
the same. 

“And really what you’re playing is not stammering. That 
is what you have got to arrive at because that’s what the 
person is going through.” 

Watching footage of the King making public speeches, 
Firth says he witnessed a “little narrative” unfold that 
helped him interpret what was going through his head. 

“He hits a word and he knows it isn’t going to come out,” 
he explains. 

“You see the dismay. You see another attempt. You see 
him then think, ‘I can’t attack this head on’ and when you 
watch that you find out about him [as a man], 

“To me there is something quite heroic there, there is an 
entire epic going on in those few seconds. That actually 
revealed more to me about the character than anything 
else.” 


Firth is reluctant to speculate on his award chances: “It’s 
very difficult stuff to talk about,” he says diplomatically. 

“I’d much rather talk about the stuff that we’ve got than 
project ourselves into an imaginary world of things we 
don’t have.” 

Last year, the actor was nominated for an Oscar for his 
role in Tom Ford’s directorial debut, A Single Man. On the 
night, he missed out to Crazy Heart’s Jeff Bridges but he 
must feel thankful he’s finally ridding himself of the ghost 
of Mr Darcy — a character that’s haunted him ever since 
he strode out of a lake in a dripping wet shirt in the 1995 
BBC series Pride And Prejudice. 

The King’s Speech reunites him, albeit briefly, with his 
former co-star Jennifer Ehle, who played Elizabeth Bennett 
in the adaptation. 

“It was lovely to see her,” he says and reveals there were 
no in-jokes on set. 

“Jennifer and I have had a life outside of Pride And 
Prejudice, so I don’t think it was a critical theme of our 
encounter.” 

And indeed why look back when the future’s looking so 
bright — even if it will mean enduring making acceptance 
speeches. 

“I don’t know what is going to happen next year but the 
fact that people are talking [about awards] is a sign of how 
positively they have responded to this. There’d be no point 
in this if there’s no audience and so people liking it I find 
it irresistible,” he grins. 

“If somebody likes the work then thank you very much, 
I’ll take praise from anybody.”
